By a decision of Judge Adams in the 


Tinited States Circuit Court Monday morm-j; 


ing the St. Louis Transit Co. (or its suc- 
cessor, the United Railways Co.) is re- 
lieved of the necessity of paying to the city 
a street car license estimated at $140,000 an- 
nually. 

Judge Priest, the attorney for the United 
Railways Co., and the other directors are 
jubliant over the decision, 

The city of St. Louis is sole loser by the 
decision. 

Formerly the Transit company paid an 
annual license of $25 per car or about $25,- 
000 a year. 

About two years ago an 
repealing the $25-per-car ordinance 
substituting a tax of 1 ~*mill_ per 
passenger. The law provided that the 
amount due the city should be computed 
quarterly by the comptroller from the re- 
ports of the company submitted showing 
the number of passengers carried during 
the preceding quarter. 

This ordinance went into effect Jan. 1, 
1904. 

Immediately the Transit officials an- 
nounced they would not pay such a It 
cense. They had computed that it would 
amount to about $140,000 per annum.

Congressman-elect Ernest E. Wood and 
Attorney Thomas D. Cannon fought fiercely 
in the offices of Boyle, Priest & Lehman in 
the Laclede building at 11:30 o’clock Mon- 
day over a fee dispute between Woo’ and 
Jacob Bien, a client he had represented in 
a successful action against the St. Louis 
Transit Co. 

Many blows were struck and the men 
cilnched and struggled, but the damage 
done was not serious. 

An epithet of contempt applied by Can- 
non to Wood was the signal which started 
the mill. They were agreed in their desire 
to get together and the keenest observers 


were not sure which struck the first blow. 
The next instant they clinched and Can- 


non got his left arm around Wood's neck. 
As they struggled around the main corri- 
dor of the suite of offices, each struck the 
other repeately with his free arm. (Car- 
non had Wood's head tn cHancery and his 
blows were most effective, but Wood pro- 
tected his face 
ceived most 0° the bloows on his head. 

All the occupants of the adjoining offices 
were attracted by the struggle and the epi- 
thets used by the men. Cashier Maloney 
and Attorney G. B. Arnold pulled them 
apart and Judge Priest got between them. 

They continued to express their opinions 
of each other in a very candid fashion un- 
til Cannon was prevailed upon to go away. 
Wood left the office shortly after with a 
discolored left eye to show for the trouble 
he had been in. 

The Court of Appeals recently affirmed a 
verdict which Bien, a former motorman of 
the Transit company, had obtained. It 
was for $000. After a check for that 
amount had been made out, payable to 
Wood, Bien notified Robert E. Maloney, 
cashier of Boyle, Priest & Lehman, attor- 
neys for the Transit company, not to de- 
liver the check to Wood. 

He said there had been no agreement 
between them as to the fee which Wood 
Should receive. Wood, is it said, demand- 
ed half of the $4000. Bien was willing that 
he should have one-third, but he thought 
one-half was too much. 

Bien went to Attorney Cannon for ad- 
vice. By prearrangement, Bien and the 
two attorneys met Monday at the office 
of Boyle, Priest & Lehman. They were 
unable to agree. and Cashier Maloney told 
them that he would not deliver the check 
to either. 

There had already been such feeling en- 
gerdered that Cannon had refused to go 
to the office of Wood to discuss the matter 
and discussion at the offices of the Transit 
attorneys had been heated. 

Ae they turned away from the cashier's 
office Cannon spoke contemptuous!y to 
Wood and they simultaneously rushed to- 
gether and began striking viciously at each 
other. 

It is probable that the money will be paid 
into court, pending a decision of the dis- 
pute, or the attorneys for the Transft com- 
pany. may seek. by filing an interpleader, to 
obtain from the court an order for the dis- 
position of the money. 

The judgment is for injuries which Bien 


received while he was employed as a motor- 
man by the ‘Transit company.

Rev. W. W. Newell, pastor of Compton 
Hill Congregational Church, whose pulpit 
Dr. Abbott filled when he was here for 
Congregutional Day at World's Fair, 
said today: 

‘There is nothing sensational or new In 
the report of Dr. Abbott's address to Har- 
vard students. It is virtually the same ad- 
dress, according to the report, which Dr. 
Abbott delivered before the national] coun- 
cil of the Congregational church in Des 
Moines last October. 

“What he says is that God is present 
continuously in life, and that we do not 
need to have the Bible record of God in 
order to reach him. We have that, but 
we have “ilso a personal knowledge of God, 
who is here and now. 

“if some other clergyman had 
nothing would have been thought, 
Abott has often been quoted 
sensational things. In reality, the doctrine 
expounded in his address, as reported, is 
one that he has been preaching for 2% 
years. The address will occasion no sur- 
prise among those who know him. 

“When he delivered {t in Des Moines. 
Dr. Jones of Hyde Park Church, 8t. Louis, 
made the criticism that Dr. Abbott should 
have given us something new, but that 
Instead he had expounded the doctrine 
which we all had heard before, and for 
which he stands. 

“The address was merely a recapitulation 
of Dr. Abbott's preaching of 20 years that 
we are not dealing with a God who start- 
ed the world in the beginning and has 
siice stood off from it, but with a God 
who is ever present and active. It 1s 

very beautiful doctrine.’ 

Rev. Willlam M. Jones, pastor of Hyde 
Park Congregational Church, who is re- 
ferred to by Rev. Mr. Newell as having 
criticised the Des Moines address of Dr.

“T wonder if you students in Har- 
vard will understand me when I say 
that I no longer believe in a great 
first cause. Tomorrow the newspa- 
pers will get hold of this and brand 
me as a heretic. My God is a great 
and ever-present force which is man- 
ifest in all activities of men and all 
the workings of nature.

War Office Informs United States 
Embassy to Leave Japanese 
Prisoners Alone Unless Invited 
by Ozar to Interfere. 


\MIKADO SENDS MIGHTY 


FLEET TO MEET FOES, 


Forty Warships Dispatched to An- 
nihilate Baltic Squadron, Now 
on Way to Join Muscovite Naval 
Force in Far East. 


TOKIO, Dec. 19.—Confirmation has been 
received of the report that the Japanese 
have taken another Port Arthur fort, 
after exploding a mine undermeath. Four 


Japanese torpedo boats were sunk dur-— 


ing the recent attacks on the Russian 
battleship Sevastopol. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 19.—Broadly 
hinting that the United States is too much 
disposed to interfere with what does not 
concern it, the Russian war office has 
notified the American embassy here that 
no one will be allowed. to communicaje 
in person with the Japanese prisoners of 
war at Medvid, province of Novgorod, 
without authority from the Czar. 

The prisoners, 68 officers of the Mika- 
do's army, recently wrote to the embassy, 
asking that a representative be sent fo 
them at once. All arrangements were 
made to detail an attache for the pur- 
pose, and he was to have started today, 
when the plan was upset by the commu- 
nication from the war office. 

The Japanese minister at Berlin has been 
notified of the situation, and upon his 
wishes will depend the action of the 
American ambassador at St. Petersburg. 
It is inferred that the prisoners have some 
ground for complaint. 


Japanese to 
Meet Enemy. 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—Forty Japanese fight- 
ing vessels, of all classes, have been dis- 
patched by the Mikado to meet and de- 
stroy the Baltic sea squadron, now on 
its way from Russia to join the Czar's 
naval forces in the far East. 

Of the departure of this mighty 
ment from oriental waters, Tokio mes- 
sages speak somewhat vaguely, definite 
news of its movements having been neces- 
sarily withheld by the Japanese ministry, 
but with sufficient certainty to indicate 
that it will await the coming fleet at 
some point Which it must certainly pass, 
and sally out against it at the proper mo- 
ment. 

With the destruction of the Port Arthur 
fleet the Russian naval force cannot be 
otherwise than inferior to the Japanese, 
even with the arrival of the Baltic fleet. 
The islanders are determined to run no 
risks whatever, however, and it has been 
determined that Admiral] Rojestvensky and 
his men must never reach their destina- 
tion. 

To add to the strength of the Japanese 
force it is said that many of the strongest 
vessels hitherto engaged in the Port Ar- 
thur blockade have been withdrawn, the 
loss of the Russian fleet there having made 
their presence before the city no longer 
necessary, and that their place has been 
taken by merchant vessels, armed and 
equipped for the purpose.

Attell belleves that it all depends upon 
the constitution of a fighter as to where a 
blow will do the most damage. What 
Lwould be extreme punishment for one man 
is harmless for another, or nearly 80. 

His opinion in this respect seems borne 
out by the results of championship bat- 
tles since 1892. When John L. Sullivan 
went down to defeat before Corbett he 
succumbed as a result of steady left jab- 
bing. Corbett was beaten by a solar plexus 
punch landed by Fitzsimmons. Fitzsim- 
mons was put away by a hook on the 
jaw from the massive Jeffries. 

Attell believes that sudden changes in 
the style of fighting in the ring, so far 
as an entire class of pugilists is con- 
cerned, is a mistake. He thinks that a 
man should find his own style and should 
stick to it. 

“When Corbeit beat Sullivan,’ said At- 
tell, “‘the fight was touted as an instance 
where science won over: strength, and as 
showing the merits of the left jab. Every 
fighter commenced to adopt that style of 
punch. 

“Then Fitz came along with_-his wallop, 
and gave an opportunity for persons to 
say, ‘I told you so.’ There was\a

The Madison County grandjury began 4 
special session Monday\ morning to investi- 
gate the Madison pooalroom. 

The Madison poolroom was not running 
Monday. It is stated. that it was closed 
only because the grandjury was in session, 
and the expectation was that it would re- 
open as soon as deemed expedient, pro- 
vided county officials took no steps to keep 
it closed. 

The grandjury adjourned Nov. 18 and re- 
convened Monday to ascertain if the pool- 
room had been running fn the tnterim. 

Four voluntary witnesses appeared to say 
that it had been running openly and in vio- 
lation of the law. 

The witnesses wera W. H. Hildebrandt, 
a farmer, whose home is less than half a 
mile from the poolroom; Gabriel Pepper, a 
retired farmer. of Madison; A. A. Stein, a 
Madison expressman, and J. P. Sawyer, a 
retired merchant of Madison. 

Pepper was the first witness examined. 
He was called at 11 o’clock and remained 
before the inquisitorial body until after 12. 
He is understood to have been ready to 


testify that the poolroom has been running! 


all the time and to give the grandjury the 
names’ of persons who have been betting 
there and others who have been operating 


betting establishments there. 

Hilaebrandt, Stein and Sawyer all volun- 
teered to give the names of persons they 
have seen at the poolroom, both as patrons 
and proprietors of it. 

Hildebrandt stated before he went into 
the grandjury room that he had seen and 
recognized Henry Scheur, one of the man- 
agers for Cella, Tilles & Co., and, Riley and 
Benarro, two men well known ijin racing 
circles in St. Louis, in and around the-poo!l- 
room within the last month. 

It is understood that Sam Houston, 
Willlam Street, a policeman, and others of 
Madison will be subpenaed as witnesses. 
The grandjury will be in session all. week, 
and as fast as the names of patrons and 
proprietors of the place are secured, sum- 
monses will be issued for them.

MERCANTILE CLUB 


Smoke Made Work Difficult for 
Firemen and Employes Were 
Badly Frightened. 


LOSS IS ONLY ABOUT $600 


Flames Started From Crossed 
Wires in Basement Under Bol- 
land Jewelry Store. 


Fire at 6:45 o'clock Monday morning in 
the basement of the Mercantile Club bulld- 


ing, Seventh and Locust streets, threatened 
the building for the time the firemen were 


unable to reach the blaze on account of the 
dense smoke that filled the basement. 

Within a few minutes after the firemen 
were able to get streams of water on -the 
blaze the fire was extinguished. 

Employes of the Mercantile Club, finding 
the smoke rolling up the elevator shaft, 
were badly frightened until the arrival of 
fire department members, who assured 
them that there wae little danger. 

The fire originated in rubbish in that part 
of the basement occupied by the J. Bolland 
Jewelry Co., supposedly from crossed elec- 
tric wires. and when discovered was burn- 
ing briskly. A still alarm was sent to 
engine company No. 12, and when the fire- 
men of that company arrived they tmmedi- 
ately turned in a regwlar alarm, summon- 
ing a half dozen more engines and truck 
companies. 

As the firemen burst In .the windows of 
the basement they were met with such 
thick smoke that they were unable to take 
their hose into the basement until the open 
windows cleared the atmosphere. The 
smoke in the Bolland jewelry store was 80 
dense that it was at first thought there 
was fire there. 

As soon as firemen arrived the windows 
of the Mercantile Club, which occupies the 
floors above the first story, were thrown 
open, and for that reason the damage to 
the club fixtures will be practically noth- 
ing. Chief Swingley estimates the damage 
by smoke to the Bolland stock at $600, with 
only nominal damage to the building. 

Street car traffic was delayed for a half 
hour and crowds of early morning workers 
made it difficult for the police to keep 
space open for the firemen to work.

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CAUSE OF RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 

The article by F. W. Haskell, which the Post-Dispatch 
reproduced from, the Engineering Magazine, contains much val- 
uable information in regard to the cause of railroad accidents. 
Mr. Haskell’s chief point is that railroad men disobey train 
signals, thus making the block system and other precautions 
against accident useless in many cases. 

It is of vital importance that railroad men should obey sig- 
nals and give strict attention to orders. The man who habitu- 
ally disregards orders and signals intended to insure human 
gafety is unfit for railroad duty. 

But Mr. Haskell says nothing of a causo of railroad accidents, 
the ignoring of which by the railways themselves has made 
necessary a system of train orders and signals which in itself 
fe dangerous to the traveling public. This forgotten cause of 
railway wrecks, the Chicago Inter Ocean points out, is the 
single track road, witn its numerous switches and sidings, de- 
manding too much of the human equation in railroading, The 
Inter Ocean truly says: | | 

“The general managers of railroads know perfectly well that 
if double track practice had been the invariable rule on Ameri- 
‘gan railroads during the year just closed the great majority of 
‘the most disastrous wrecks could not have occurred.’

CARE OF EYES OF CHILDREN IN SCHOOL 


Dr. J. H. Thompson of the Kansas City 
Medical College, in a lecture on the “Eyes 
of School Children,”’ delivered before 800 
teachers in the Kansas City public and 
private schools. said thers was «absolutely 
no injurious effect on the eyes occasioned 
by reading while lying in bed. Dr. Thomp- 
son said in part: 

‘The eye is not as perfect an optical in- 
strument as the telescope or opera-slass. 
It is astigmatic in that all the rays of 
light entering the eye are not focused on 
what may be termed the ‘seeing part.’ 
A baby will hold an object very close to 
the eve to perfectly see it, but as the child 
grows older it beholds the object further 
and further from the eye until about the 
age of 45 years, when glasses are usually 
needed. This is because the retina has 
grown hard and the muscles of accom- 
modation are grown stiff. A teacher should 
never censure a child for holding things 
close to the eye. It does this naturally 
to get a greater power of magnification.” 

The lecturer said the most prevalent dis- 
eases or defects of the eyes were farsight- 
edness or nearsightedness. 

“Farsightedness,’"" said Dr. ‘Thompson, 
‘Ig due to what may be described as a 
‘short eye,’ in which the pupll and retina 
are too close to permit the proper {ocus 
of rays of light. Such eyes are generally 
small and set far back in the head. The 
defect is cured by using properly fitte@ 
convex glasses. 

“Nearsightedness is just the opposite. rt 
is caused by a long ‘eye,’ and is corrected 
by the use of concave glasses. Nearsight- 
edness in children usually begins about the 
eighth year and fully develops at 15 years. 
Teachers should study these common eye 
defects and by means of cards of different- 


sized printed letters be able to determine 
whether the child is nearsighted or far- 
sighted. 

‘This brings me to a point where you 
can understand my full meaning when I 
say that 30 per cent of the children who 
are wearing glasses do not need them, 
while a large number of those who do need 
them have been improperly fitted with oheap 
glasses. Many children insist on wearing 
glasses because a schooknate wears 
them or because of false vanity. Teachers 
Should discover these cases and endeavor 
to have the practice corrected."’ 

In closing Dr. Thompson described the 
disease called trachoma, or the real granu- 
lated eyelids. This disease is extremely 
contagious, he eaid, and difficult to cure, 
It is not transmitted by germs in the air, 
but by direct contact, usually in wash- 
basins and in the common use of towels. 

Dr. Thompson said that the diseage is 
thousands of years old, and that it has 
nearly broken up the Germany Army and 
very nearly ruined the New York city 
schools. There is some appearance of the 
disease in Kansas City, but usually the ag- 
gravated cases come here from other 
cities, 

“The real disease,”” sald the speaker, 
“must not be confounded with the usual 
granulation found In the eyes of the ma- 
jority of peopio and caused by the smoke 
and dust of the city. It is extremely diffi- 
cult to distinguish the real trachoma and 
it takes several years to cure it. In Eastern 
cities numbers of dispensaries are kapt busy 
treating the disease, especially among poor 
persons, but here in Kansas City we have 
so few poor people that we can support 
but one or two dispensaries for lack of 
patients.’ 
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LEGAL TESTS BY TORTURE 


From the New York Herald. 


NGLAND, as all the world knows, 
E was the last of civilized countries 
to abolish the test by torture as a 
regular legal institution. A historian who 
has made a special investigation of mod- 
methods of torture has discovered that 
the barbaric practice is still common in 
many out-of-the-way corners of the globe. 
The early English system, too, has been 
widely imitated. Even in the time of Hen- 
ry lil, the torture trial was in vogue. 
First came three days of preparation by 
fasting and prayer. On the solemn day a 
cauldron was made to boil in church and 
a stone was placed, apparently, in the boil- 
ing water. Two juries of 2 men apiece 
were present in the interest of accuser 
and accused. Both sides tested the water, 
and if they agreed that it was boiling, the 
accused thrust in his bare arm and took 
out the stone. His arm was then wrapped 
in cloth and sealed. On the third day the 
pricst inspected the arm, and if it was 
perfectly healed the accused got off. -It 
seems as if the testing representatives may 
have been tampered with or the examining 
priest may have been corrupted.
